This is examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The instant invention recites, a light source device used at the time of separating, into N 
color components, light which is irradiated toward an original and is one of transmitted through 
and reflected by the original, said light source device comprising: 

a light source section formed from M light emitting elements having different emission 
spectrums, wherein M>N; and 

a controller controlling overall spectral characteristics of light emitted from the light 
source section by controlling at least one of lighting and extinguishing of each of the M light- 
emitting elements of the light source section, emission intensity of each of the M light-emitting 
elements of the light source section, and emission time of each of the M light-emitting elements 
of the light source section. 

The features identified, in combination with other claim limitations, are neither suggested 
nor discussed by the prior art of record.
